The building has been used as a saloon 


during the past twenty-eight year*, and 
adjoining it is the old mansion once oc- 
cupied by Ptnn, and which ha* abo been 
occupied for some time ** a saloon. An 
nniuccearful attempt has been made to 
purchase the last named house. 
It was the first brick house in Philadel- 


phia, having been built by Penn in 1W2, 
the materials used in it* construction 
having been imported from England. 
The firm has ofteredthe Letitia House 
to tbe Pennsylvania Historical Society, 
with the privilege of teaming it down 
and removing it. 


Mr. Geo. W. Child) has ofiered to bear 


the expense of removing the building to 
the park and having it erected in it* 
original style, and his oner will undoubt- 
edly be accepted as soon as the society 
convinces certain of it* members as to 
the identity of the house, upon which 
point they seem to be incredulous. It is 
to be hoptd. that the Penn Hone* will 
also be purchased, in which event tke 
Mewrs. Janney ottered to give it, too, to 
tke Historical Society.
